Edmonton’s Community Chest drive 
commences September 30 — Monday 
next — when individual citizens and busi- 
ness firms will be asked to contribute a 
total of $225,000. 

In one respect, this 1946 campaign 


marks an important departure from all pre- 
vious drives. It sets out, for the first time, 
to collect money for capital expenditures. 
Hitherto, Community Chest collections in 
Edmonton have been for maintenance char- 
ges only. 

Thus, of the 000 total, the sum of 
$100,000 has been allocated, as was the case 
last year, for operating expenses, The sum 
of $125,000 is to be used for essential build- 
ing and repairs, Much needed alterations 
in Salvation Army buildings will use $50,000 
of this sum. Repairs to the Y.W.C.A. will 
consume $50,000. The other $25,000 will 
be utilized to provide adequate accommodat- 
ion for the Institute for the Blind. 

Community Chest officials hesitated a 
long time before committing themselves to 
the principle of collecting for capital expen- 
ditures.

A month ago the screen writers’ 
guild voted to create a monopoly 
to be called “American authors 
authority.” Any American aspir- 
ing to sell his works to the movies, 
radio, magazines, or book publish- 
ers would, under the proposal of 
this stupendous plan, be compelled 
to submit his work to the A.A.A 
and to have it copyrighted in the 
name of the A.A.A.—neither in his 
own name, nor the publisher's or 
producer's, 

The A.A.A. would not deal with 
any publishers, networks, or pro- 
ducers who would refuse to com- 
ply with the basic agreements of 
the authority. The = authority 
would not permit writers under its 
jurisdiction to work on any material 
not leased through it. 

The authority would therefcre ex- 
ercise the same power over writers 
and publishers and producers that 
Petrillo exercises over musicians 
and producers, but in an even more 
important field—the field of the ex- 
pression of ideas.

Even if organized only by screen 
and radio writers, this plan will 
have force against all writers. Most 
Hollywood writers are hired pro- 
fessionals and the movie industry 
could be paralyzed by the threat of 
withholding their warks, which 
would happen if any novel, play, or 
seript were accepted from outside 
the authority. 

Most novelists and dramatists 
look to Hollywood for their great- 
est financial successes Their 
works, futhermore, usually go 
through the hands of the profes- 
sional script writers for adaptat- 
ion to the screen or radio, Any 
writer could be blackballed by 
the refusal of these adapters to 
handle their works, Thus the 
squeeze can be applied by Holly- 
wood writers to all other authors 
of drama or fiction.

| Probably the worst feature of any 
lstrike is the by-product of bitter- 
ness which is usually left in its 
wake, This is particularly true of 
a strike which is not supported un- 
animously by the group involved, 
as is the case in the farmers’ non- 
delivery strike. The farmers of 
this country are now divided into 
two groups—those who support the 
strike and those who don't, Al- 
though by far the greatest majority 
of farmers are in sympathy with 
the demands of the strikers they 
are divided on the tactics of strike 
action. 

Both sides are made up of re- 
sponsible, sincere and honest men. 
It is because of their sincerity and 
honesty that the present situation 
carries the seeds of discord, Some 
farmers want to continue to deliver 
their produce and make their pro- 
test in other ways, Those who sup- 
port the strike feel that only by 
non-delivery can they convince the 
government of the sincerity of their 
protest. And they feel that the et- 
fect of non-delivery will only be 
felt if all produce is withheld. 

Farmers are probably the most 
independent group of people in 
our country. They are also probab- 
ly the most stubborn, The farmer 
who believes in the strike action 
is determined that it shall be ef- 
fective. The farmer who doesn't be- 
lieve in strike action is just as de- 
termined to be master of his own 
affairs and continue to deliver his 
produce to market, 

Caught squarely in the middle 
of these two determined groups 
are the farmers’ co-operatives. 
These organizations were formed 
by the farmers, working together, 
for the common good of all. They 
have made a mighty contribution 
| towards improving the welfare of 
our western farmers. They are 
owned by the farmers and operated 
|by the farmers for the mutual ad- 
vantage of all, Their membership 
today is made up both of farmers 
who support the strike and those 
who do not, 

I can imagine that at this mom- 
ent the directors who run the co- 
operatives are the most worried 
men and women in Canada. Be- 
leause their membership includes 
strikers and non-strikers they are 
on a spot.

This is no moment to appease 
Jewish terrorists nor, indeed, those 
members of the Jewish Agency who 
have compromised themselves by 
countenancing acts of terrorism. 
However, neither is it the moment 
needlessly to affront t he whole 
Jewish population of Palestine 
There can be no shadow of a doubt 
that Gen. Barker's attitude is one 
of offensive and uninstructed anti- 
Semitism. And it is certainly true 
that this bad example has com- 
municated itself to at least some 
of the troops under his command, 

It is impossible to avoid the cone 
clusion that the tension in Pale- 
stine might be somewhat eased if 
Gen. Barker were transferred to 
some other command where he 
could exercise his undoubted mili- 
tary talents but where his duties 
would not fotce him into contact 
with a race for whose genius he 
has so little appreciation.

AT PRESENT the federal govern- 
ment fixes these wages under spec- 
ial wage rates for women employ-| 
ees in some industries, while state 
and federal arbitration courts lay 
down basic rates for women in o- 


ther industries and undertakings. 
The federal government fixes 


these wages under wartime national 
security regulations on the ground 
that the industries concerned are 
}essential, but the regulations will 
|become inoperative in December. 
1F THE referendum does not} 
| grant new powers, the wages will 
|have to be determined either by 
an agreement between employers 
|and employees’ organizations or by 
|reference to the Arbitration Court. 

More than 100,000 women are 
concerned. At present they receive 
75 per cent of the wages paid to 
men, Before the government fixed 
this standard, they received only 
60 to 65 per cent of mens’ wages, 

Special war loadings which will 
cease when the National Security 
Regulations become inoperative, 
may mean a reduction of up to $1.60 
a week in each woman's wage. A 
war loading is a bonus paid over 
and above a basic rate for special 
skill or irksome or dangerous work. 

THE AUSTRALIAN Council af 
Trades Unions says that if the re- 
duction occurs, it will be impossible 
to retain women workers in the 
dozen essential industries affected 
and this will in turn disrupt produc- 
tion plans and accentuate existing 
shortages of goods. 

The A. C, T, U. points out that 
women have been leaving industry 
by the hundreds since the end of the 
war with the result that there are 
vacancies for 30,000 women in indus- 
tries in Australia, Commonwealth 
and private employment agencies 
say it is impossible to fill them,

OTTAWA, (CP)—With Thanks-

Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving, Re- 
membrance Day, Christmas, and 
the day designated for observance 
of the King’s birthday. 
Order Cancelled 

During the war an_ order-in- 
council temporarily removed the 
restrictions on Sundays, Easter Mon- 
day, Victoria Day and Remembrance 
Day, but the order-in-council 
cancelled last spring and the full 
list again is in force 

When New Year's, Christmas, 
Victoria Day, or the King’s birth- 
day fall on a Sunday, the following 
day is observed as the holiday.

OTTAWA.—Loans to home-build- 
ers totalling $11,660,810 under the 
| National Housing act were approved 
for western Canada in the first eight 
months of 1946, almost twice as 
much as 1945 

Loans approved so far this year 
totals 2,393 which cover 2,598 hous- 
ing units In 1945, loans totalled 
1,281, covered 1,364 units and the 
total value was $5,654,560
